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NOTES FROM A CITY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—Prin- 
cipal B. J. Frazer will no 
longer head Dixon high school 
after June 9. That's the date 
of his resignation accepted by 
the board of education last 
night. They accepted it grim- 
ly and with no customary 
"thank you." 


Principal Frazer has in his pos- 


session a four-page board explana- 
tion for his forced resignation. 
The press has not seen it, but 
Frazer has given some indication 
that he will release it to the pub- 
lic, perhaps after he returns from 
Mayo clinic early next week. 


The explanation drafted 
by 


the board's attorneys, came aft- 
er several days of deliberation. 
Our understanding is that it in- 
volved a lot of worrisome phras- 
ings—worrisome Inasmuch as it 
had to conform to the school 
laws and relieve the board of 
«ny necessity of defending it- 
Keif in the courts. 
To date 


there has been no hint of liti- 
gation, but ttie board obviously 
wanted no loophole*. 


Last night's session of the board 


was an unusual one. It was shift- 
»d to the school auditorium in the 
prospect that the public furore 
over the incident would attract 
many spectators. The 30 or so 
who did show up appeared lost;in 
the large room. 


This was a full-dress session. 


Newsmen who attend 
regular 


meetings, noticed the heightened 
formality, 
the 
obvious 
tension 


among board members. 
Public 


opinion has been sizable and op- 
pressing. The business went along 
in drum-fire fashion. Supt. Allen 
Lancaster, who usually is seated 
with the board at other sessions, 
seated himself as a spectator.

The board's four-page statement 


was contained in a sealed envelope 
in the possession of Ally. John 
Dixon. 
• 


We had learned earlier that it 


was unsigned and would not be 
T?ad to the persons attending. 
Atty. Dixon, said, however, that 
the statements represented the 
fcelfngit of all the board mem- 
bers. It had been gone over In a 
pre-meetlng session in the; old 
board meeting room. 
Atty. Dixon said that it would be 


sent to Principal Frazer after the 
meeting. It was subsequently de- 
livered to Frazer by Board Mem- 
bers L. W. Hinkle and William Hub- 
bell.

We repeat that we have not seen 


one word of the statement. We have 
talked briefly with a person who 
has seen it and it is his belief that 
the explanation leans heavily on 
opinions gathered in an "opinion" 
poll conducted among the public 
school faculty last January 15. 


A survey report summary was 


given the press sometime in Feb- 
ruary. It said "The whole idea 
of the survey was accepted en- 
thusiastically by a majority of 
those who participated in it. 
Eighty-two per cent of all Dixon 
educators felt that the survey 
wan a good way to let the admin- 
istration and. the community 
know what they thought about 
th'eir nchools . . . This degree of 
acceptance of the. survey is in 
itself an index of high morale, 
wince it implies confidence in the 
administration's purpose in con- 
ducting the survey."

NEW YORK UP)—Congres- 


sional committees today were 
reported to have copies of 
two 1949 letters in effect ac- 
cusing Dr. J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer of attempting to "buy 
immunity for yourself 
by 


turning informer" on Commu- 
nists. . 


Author of the letters was said 


to be Dr. Robert U. Condon, for- 
mer head of the U. S. Bureau of 
Standards who once was described 
by a congressional committee as 
the "weakest link" in the nation's 
atomic security. 


Denied Charge* 


Condon in sworn testimony re- 


peatedly denied all such charges 
against him. 


The report of the letters was 


published today by the New York 
Journal American and the New 
York Daily News, which said! cop- 
ies were in the hands of three dif- 
ferent congressional committees. 
The newspapers said that they also 
are available to the Atomic Energy 
Commission Security Board now in- 
vestigating Oppenheimer. 


The Daily News gave this ac- 


count of the background of the Con- 
don letters to the noted atomic 
scientist: 


Oppenheimer appeared before the 


House Committee on Un-American 
Activities in a secret session in 
1949. 


Never Publicized 


His testimony there was never 


made public, but a portion leaked 
out and was published in the Ro- 
chester, N. Y., Times-Union. 


Oppenheimer allegedly had Iden- 


tified Dr. Bernard Peters, a stu- 
dent of Dr. Oppenheimer in atomic 
matters and then a faculty mem- 
ber at the University of Rochester, 
as a Communist. 


'Condon subsequently wrote Op- 


penheimer from Colorado Springs, 
saying in part: 


"I have been shocked beyond de-

Frazer Wednesday night after the 
regular board of education meet- 
ing, during which the board said 
it would give Frazer the responsi- 
bility for releasing 
the board 


statement. 


The principal said he wanted to 


study the statement carefully be- 
fore making any statement. Fra- 
zer was to go to Rochester, Minn., 
today for an examination in Mayo 
clinic. He said the appointment 
was scheduled several weeks ago, 
and that he planned to return to 
Dixon Monday. 


No Information 


More than 30 persons attended 


th« board meeting, many of them 
with the expressed purpose of 
learning more, details concerning' 
the Fra?er resignation. However,' 
they left the meeting.with little 
more .information than before. 


The resignation was read by 


John Culley, board secretary. 
It 


said,' "Because of conditions be- 
yond my control; conditions which 
profoundly affect my future, 
I 


deem It advisable to tender my 
resignation as Principal of the 
Dixon high school and as a teacher 
In the Dixon public schools. This 
resignation to take effect as of 
June 9, 19S4." 


Culley also read petitions from

and 
Frazer's Sunday 


school class in

church asking the board to reject 
the resignation or to give a pub- 
lie explanation of its action asking 
for the resignation.

Board, member John Dixon then 


stated the board's position on re- 
leasing the reasons why it asked 
the principal to resign. 


In what he termed a "review of 


the situation," Dixon said, that 
after a "conscientious study" the 
board decided "We did not want 
Mr. Frazer to continue as prin- 
cipal of our high school." 


Dixon said the board discussed 


the matter with Frazer, and that 
after Frazer agreed to resign, he 
(Frazer) asked that he be allowed 
to announce the resignation. 


Dixon took note of "a very con- 


siderable amount of agitation" to 
make public the reasons for the 
resignation, and that the board 
felt It was "entirely justified." 


He said he prepared a detailed 


outline giving the reasons for the 
incident, but "it occurred to me 
that Mr. Frazer still had not re- 
leased us from our promise to let 
him handle his own publicity."

Industrial Production Off 
9 Per Gent, President Told 


WASHINGTON «P>—The president's economic advisers reported to- 


day, that., preliminary estimates show Industrial production declined 
slightly in March, to a point about 9 per cent less than a year before. 


The slight further drop in pro- 


duction, continuing a trend that 
set in last August, brought the 
Federal Reserve Board's index of 
industrial production, 
seasonally 


adjusted, to 123, the White House 
Council of Economic Advisers said. 


That meant that production of 


the nation's mines and factories 
in March was 23 per cent more 
than the average of production in 
the three yean 1947 through 1949. 


This month:*, index figure came 


out in the council's monthly" col- 
lection of economic indicators pre- 
pared for the Joint Congressional 
Committee on the economic report. 
This-report did not give produc- 
tion without seasonal adjustment. 


The economic advisers also re- 


ported that the gross national pro- 
duct—the total dollar value of the 
nation's production of all goods and 
services—in the first quarter of 
this year dropped off to an esti- 
mated rate of 39» billion dollars a 
year. 


This was 4<£ billion dollars, or 1.2 


per cent, less than the rate in 
the last quarter of 1953, and 12.4 
billion dollars, or 3.3 per cent, less 
than the record 371% billion dollar 
level in the second quarter of 1953. 


Total output was about five bil- 


lion dollars, or 1.3 per cent, less 
than the annual rate in the first 
quarter of 1953, a year ago. 


The decline .to an .index of 123 


In March brought production 14 
points, or 10.2 per cent, under the 
high of 137 reached in July of last 
year.

Only the People Can Punish 


Abuse of Free Discussion 
- 


The defenders of democracy naturally focu» on free dis- 


cussion as a prime element in our system. To be able to say 
what you think and feel is one of the highest privileges of 
liberty. It is also an absolute necessity. 


Obviously, in a system where the ultimate power resides 


in the people, a premium is put on their having the informa- 
tion needed to make wise decisions. Free debate on the mer- 
its of issues and policies is vital to the process of informing 
the public. 


You cannot hedge this freedom about with any major 


restriction and still have it. There is no way—in law—to 
guarantee that you shall have no bad discussion, but only 
good discussion. 
• 
• • 


To preserve the opportunity for honest and sincere dis- 


cussion, the barriers must be kept low. 


We must accord men the privilege of being wrong, acci- 


dentally or deliberately. We must allow a flood of propagan- 
da, of epithets and exaggerations. 


We draw the line only at libel and slander, and languages 


deliberately calculated to incite men to riot. 


Our history shows we have always had a good mixing- 


in of bad discussion with the good. It is to be expected. 


The only real restraint we can exercise is the moral 


force of a public opinion that may finally discredit men who 
falsify issues or malign (without libeling) individuals. 
• 
• 
* 


Lately, however, in our democracy and others, the dan- 


ger has grown that bad discussion may become dominant. 
"Free discussion1' is interpreted by too many men as the 
competition of propaganda. 
Jn the words of a French commentator, when pushed 


to its extremes, democratic debate can become a mere "rival- 
ry "-of lies." 


The democratic air today is more heavily laden than 


ever before with the strident shouting of men to whom facts 
are incidental and sometimes annoying encumbrances. 
Many 


politicians deal from fixed positions, and warp all informa- 
tion to fit their rigid outlook. 


As we have seen, we cannot legislate bad discussion 


away. We can rely only on the power of the people, the 
people who must decide the great issues. 


They can enforce a better balance between good and 


bad discussion when they are sufficiently stirred to commu- 
nicate their views to their representatives, and to cast into 
the discard those public men who practice the'rivalry of lies.

Primary Cancer Weapon 
Is Very Early Diagnosis 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


For some yenrs April has been 


designated cancer control month 
by Presidential proclamation and 
by act of Congress. Thin la the tlm'e 
when the American Cancer Society 
raises funds for its activities In the 
field of research, education and 
service. It is a worth-while endeav- 
or. 


I do not subscribe, to the belief 


that people need to be scared to 
death about cancer to do some- 
thing about it. In fact, too much 
fear Is to be avoided alrnoat ax 
much as carelessness In heeding 
warning signs. 


The person who is terribly frighi- 


ened of cancer at all times should 
refrain from reading about the di- 
sease. 


He or shte should merely become 


informed once and for all about 
what signs to watch for and pa> 
attention to, and should make, a 
real effort to forget all about It at 
other times. 


• • • 


, There are important things about 
cancer, however, which everyone 
should know. Surely it should be ob- 
vious that no cancer can be treated 
until the patient hm consulted a 
physician and the physician has 
made the diagnosis. 


Early diagnosis is the most Im- 


portant factor. The person who 
stays away from the doctor in the 
presence of warning symptoms be- 
cause he is afraid he will be told 
that cancer is present is taking a 
grave risk.

Lumps which appe«r on the body 


should always be suspect. Abnor- 
mal bleeding from any of the open- 
ings of the body is also always a 
cause for immediate examination. 
Loss of weight, which cannot be ex- 
plained by dieting or other obvious 
cause, 
is another thing which 


should be taken as a reason for 
consulting a physician. 


Of course, cancer in some loca- 


tions is much ensier to diagnose 
than in others. By modem methods 
of diagnosis, including X-ray, many 
cases, even fhos« involving the in- 
ternal organs, can be discovered 
early enough so that treatment U 
bntisfactory. 


Examination must be complete 


and careful. Today the. facilities for 
diagnosis and treatment ar« so 
much better than in the past thnt 
great stridea have been made in 
the conquest of cancer. More pro- 
grefi/i llea in the future. 
Willys Union 
Votes Pay Cut 
To Help Firm 


TOLKDO, Ohio Ifl So that their 


employer can better compete with 
other auto makers, production em- 
ployes of Willys Motors, Inc., have 
voted to take H pay cut of as much 
as 10 per cent. 


The vote was taken Wednesday 


after Richard T. Gosaer, vice pres- 
ident of the CIO United Auto Work- 
ers, told the employes the cut is 
necessary to stabilise WlJlys* eco- 
nomic position. Part of the loan 
may be recovered If a new bonvis 
pay plan can be worked out. 


The new pay plan does not affect 


basic hourly wagen, but has the 
effect of eliminating incentive pay,

NEW YORK—In July. 1943 the FBI made a report to MaJ.-Gen. 


George V. Strong, chief of army intelligence and assistant chief of staff 
to General George Marshall, in which an American admiral was quoted 
as having said to an American army officer of high rank in Moscow: 


"You are not worthy of wearing U> uniform you have on." 
In direct quotes, the FBI report related to General Strong that 


the army officer replied: 


"You mean that I am a traitor?" 
The admiral said: "That's just about what I mean." 
The admiral was William H. Standley. who was sent to Russia «• 


Roosevelt's personal ambassador and subjected to gross humiliations 
by Wendell Willkie, Joseph E. Davies and others. 
SUndley finally quit in disgust and came home. 
However, for the sake, of appearances, he said in 
hi* letter of resignation to Roosevelt that he was 
getting out because he thought he was too old and 
not otherwise qualified to protect the interests of 
the United States in peace negoiations with the Rus- 
sians. 
' 


Admiral Standley hated the Russians but went 


no further in his manifestations of suspicion than 
to issue a statement to American reporters in Mos- 
cow charging the Soviet with cheating the American nv.tbrook r»;tt** 
people of due credit for their vast gifts of war material and indus- 
trial equipment for the post-war Russian empire. 


All this was thrust on Russia by the Roosevelt team of agents in 


Moscow. 
These agents included Averell Harriman. who laterly ha» 


had the gall to offer himself as a candidate for governor of New York; 
Edward Stettmius, wh'o was secretary of state at the San Francisco 
United Nations conference; Harry Hopkins and an army officer named 
Philip R. Faymonville, who finally reached the rank of major-gen- 
eral with which he retired. 
Faymonville was a favorite of the White 


House family and of the Communist press in this country, which has 
found numerous occasions to praise him. Public expressionss attrib- 
uted to Faymonville some years ago indicate a good opinion of the 
Soviet government. 
Alger Hiss was the secretary-general of the or- 


ganizing conference of the United Nations at San Francisco. And the 
principal speech by Stettinlus as foreign minister of the nation which 
was host to the great international meeting was written by a Commu- 
nist who later was sentenced to prison as such in the notorious Hol- 
lywood batch.

to General Marshall, dated July

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Profits Holding 
Up, Says Survey 
Some Firms Reporting 
Good Earnings This Year

SAN FRANCISCO tf> — Profits j 


aie holding up better than many 
expected. 


A nice handful of corporations 


are reporting that net e a r n i n g s 
after taxed in the first 
three, 


months of this year topped'their 
first quarter showing last year. 
This helps to offset those whose 
profits are feeling the pinch ot 
the business activity slump which 
started almost a year ago. 


Increased Sales 


Increased sales are announced 


by many companies—to confound 
the pessimists. Other corporations 
whose sales are off from a year 
ago still show earnings as good or 
better than last year. Some credit 
the death of the excess profits tax. 
Others repozt operating costs cut 
by use of more economical plants 
and equipment. 


Many a corporation, however, 


can't join this happy throng yet. 


The list of those leporting sales- 


flown and profits off along with 
them is a lengthy one, and doubt- 
less will grow as the flood of first 
quarter earnings statements ap- 
proaches its crest at the start of 
May. But even among these are 
many who report profits holding 
up better than sales, thanks to tax 
changes and cost cutting. 


When all first quarter corporate 


returns are tabulated the result* 
may well show profits, lower on 
average than a year ago—but not 
by as large a percentage as many 
once feared. The bears reasoned— 
when corporated earnings for the 
final three months of 1953 slipped 
by 10 per cent, on average—that 
a much steeper slide would take 
place in the early months of 1954. 


Earnings statements are just 


starting to come in. But clues to 
profits are being given in greater 
volume by corporate chiefs report^ 
ing to their stockholders at annual 
meetings now in full swing around 
the country. 


Du pont is a good example of s. 


company whose sales slid in the 
first quarter, as compared both to 
the previous year and to the final 
three months of 1953, but whose 
profits rose. The chemical giant's 
sales dipped 8 per cent in the first 
three months from 1953's first 
quarter and were 3 per cent below 
its final quarter. But its president 
says net earnings in the first three 
1954 months should be higher than 
in either of the 1953 periods. 


Companies reporting both sales- 


and earnings up include Rayonier, 
Columbia Gas. St. Regis Paper, 
Commercial Solvents, M. A. Han- 
na, Pure Oil, Ekco Products and 
a long list of banks.

Reds Blow 
Up Stretch 
Of Airfield 


HANOI. Indochina (* — The 


French high command reported to* 
day Vietminh rebels sneaked in 
during the night to blow up the 
northern end of the main airstrip 
at beleaguered Dien Bien Phu and 
dug trenches across the strip. They 
finally were driven off. 


The Communist-led attackers got 


within 100 yards of the French de- 
fenders in the hard-pressed north- 
west corner of the fortress where 
the airstrip lies. With Bangalore 
torpedoes—high explosives on the 
end of bamboo sticks—they man- 
aged to rip up a big hunk of the 
airstrip's steel matting. 


Transfer Plane* 


In Tokyo, the U. S. air force 


announced the temporary transfer 
of a squadron of American C119 
Flying Boxcars to the Philippines 
for airlifting supplies to Indochina. 
The air force said the squadron 
personnel would not normal'ly 
travel the Indochina run, but would 
serve In maintenance, supply and 
administrative capacities. 


The rebels have poured tons of 


artillery shells onto the Dien Bien 
Phu airstrip and put up a curtain 
of antiaircraft fire to keep planes 
from landing with supplies or evac- 
uating the wounded. Thus far, the 
French have continued to repair 
the field each time it is hit in the 
hope of eventually being able to 
get planes in.

western corner. They have dug 
trenches close to the barbed wire 
barricades and have sown anti- 
personnel mines through the area 
to hamper French counterattacks.

Senator's Quarrel With

army •McCarthy controversy goes 
back to last September, when 
Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy de- 
manded that the army produce 
certain records. The army re- 
fused. The trouble reached a 
boll when Secretary of the Army 
Stevens called, a McCarthy state* 
ment "utterly untrue."

WASHINGTON OB— The bitter- 


ness of the army's fight with Sen. 
Joseph R. McCarthy is rooted in a 
conviction of men at the Pentagon 
that the Wisconsin Red-hunter has 
damaged the integrity and prestige 
of the army. 


For them the basic issue is one 


of honor and pride. They regard as 
a secondary matter in itself the 
question of whether McCarthy and 
his aides tried to get special treat- 
ment for a friend and former mem- 
ber of the McCarthy staff, Pvt. G. 
David Schine. 


No Compromise 


They, c o n t e n d ' McCarthy has 


questioned the loyalty, honesty 
and truthfulness of army men to 
the point of grave embarrassment. 


That is why, Pentagon sources 


say privately, there has been an 
unrelenting hardness in the posi- 
tion of the army's top men against 
McCarthy. As one officer put it: 
"You don't compromise when your 
honor is involved." 


From the Pentagon viewpoint it's 


McCarthy versus the' army, with 
Secretary Robert T. Stevens as the 
army champion. 


One highly placed civilian in the 


Defense department said in an in- 
terview : 


"The army's morale has dropped 


and it has risen in past weeks in 
direct relation to Bob Stevens' 
readiness to fight McCarthy.' 


The sorest points with the army 


in all the furore are: 


1. McCarthy's tongue-lashing of 


a general officer, a World War II 
hero, who McCarthy implied was 
not fit to wear his country's uni- 
form. 


2. McCarthy's charge the army 


attempted to "coddle and promote" 
Communists and then tried to 
cover up for those responsible. 


Finest Dupe 


3. McCarthy's treatment of Sec- 


retary Stevens, to whom the sena- 


tor once referred as "the finest 
dupe I've ever met." 


4. 
McCarthy's 
accusation of 


"blackmail" and the charge that 
Stevens and Army General Counsel 
John G. Adams tried to get the 
McCarthy subcommittee to Shift its 
investigation from the army to the 
navy, air force and defense depart- 
ment. 
' ' 


But 
the 
current controversy 


reaches as far back as September 
1953. 


It was in September that Mc- 


Carthy demanded that the Army 
furnish him the records showing 
who approved hiring of Army civil- 
ians McCarthy said were suspected 
of being pro-Communist. 


Refused Names 


First Army headquarters refused 


the names on the grounds that such 
a disclosure would violate a presi- 
dential directive issued by former 
President Truman and never coun- 
termanded by P r e s i d e n t Ei- 
senhower. 


From .that time on, there was 


increasing 
friction between Mc- 


Carthy and the Army. The fuse 
was lit when the Army gave an 
honorable discharge to a reserve 
major. Dr. Irving Peress, a dentist, 
wh.o-.had declined to say whether 
he was ever a Communist. Peress 
received his discharge at Camp 
Kilmer, N. J. 


McCarthy called in Brig. Gen. 


Ralph Zwicker, Camp Kilmer com- 
mander, 
for questioning. In 
a 


stormy closed-door session, Mc- 
Carthy questioned the "honesty or 
intelligence" of Zwicker and told 
him "you should be removed from 
your command." Zwicker contend- 
ed that in giving Peress an honor- 
able discharge he was acting under 
orders from higher authority. 


This was ,the situation into which 


Stevens stepped. He accused Mc- 
Carthy of abusing and humiliating 
Zwicker. He ordered Zwicker and 
another officer not to appear before 
McCarthy's 
committee.

real issue at stake as far as the 
secretary was concerned was not 
Peress but McCarthy's treatment 
of Zwicker. 


Then followed the famous "mem- 


orandum of understanding" which 
since has been tagged by quipsters 
as the "memorandum of misun- 
derstanding." 


Secretly, on Feb. 24, Stevens 


went to the Capitol and met with 
Republican 
Senators McCarthy, 


Karl Mundt and Everett Dirksen. 
Mundt wrote a memorandum on 
the meeting for publication. In it, 
all present, in effect, agreed to 
McCarthy's demands—to supply 
the names of everyone involved in 
the disputed case and to see that 
they appeared as witnesses before 
McCarthy. 


Then the Blow-Up 


Stevens came from the meeting' 


evidently thinking he had won a 
victory—assurances that army of- 
ficers would not be treated in the 
future as Zwicker had been. But 
those assurances claimed by Stev- 
ens weren't in writing. 


Then 
came 
the 
blow-up—the 


memorandum was almost univer- 
sally treated as a surrender. 


For'a time there were rumors 


Stevens would resign. There were 
huddles in the White House and 
on Capitol Hill. President Eisen- 
hower let it be known he was sup- 
porting Stevens. 


On the heels of this, the army 


sent certain senators at their re- 
quest a report that McCarthy and 
his chief counsel, Roy M. Conn, 
had from t i m e to time applied 
pressure to get special treatment 
for Pvt. Schine. Schine, the son of 
a wealthy hotel man, had been an 
unpaid consultant on McCarthy's

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Final conquest of cancer may 


not be achieved until research has solved most, if not all the 
mysteries of growth. 


In the meantime, however, more lives are being saved 


every year and cancer control becomes more of a reality 
every day. 


Modern medical science—more 


extensive yet safer use of surg- 
ery; more penetrating and selec- 
tive beams of X-rays and other 
forms of radiant energy: improved 
methods of detection and diagnosis 
— has bastly boosted the chances 
of surviving cancer's assault today. 


Now, 
universal 
application of 


newly developed knowledge and 
methods would result in cures for 
at least half of all who develop 
cancer—and eliminate most deaths 
from 
some 


forms.

This is the battle plan for to- 


day: Doing what can be done now; 
making sure the know-how we 
possess will be consistently applied 
by physicians and the public. 


Today the physician's role is a 


vital one that increases in propor- 
tion to the growth of public health 
consciousness. When we have per- 
suaded a person to go to a doctor 
for a regular health checkup, the 
person's responsibility ends, and 
the doctor's responsibility includes 
detecting and dealing with suspi- 
cious signs of cancer. 


Impressively high cure rates are 


possible today only if the disease 
is localized—in other words, the 
earlier a cancer is discovered the 
better. 


Whether it is localized at the time 


of treatment depends upon two 
things: The inherent malignancy 
of the tumor; and the elapsed time 
of Its activity.* 
» * 


Unfortunately at the present time 


we cannot Influence the degree of 


malignancy — the potential for 
growth — but we can influence the 
interval before treatment. Here is 
a most hopeful ray of light in a 
cloud that has spread fear since the 
beginning of civilization. 


New knowledge of cancer and 


new techniques for managing it 
have made possible the detection 
of most cancers when they *re 
"early" and most curable. With 
many cancers, this would not have 
been possible 20 or even 10 years 
ago. 


Great emphasis is now placed 


upon the goal: "Make every doc- 
tor's office a cancer detection cen- 
ter." The general. practitioner is 
being told: "Early diagnosis is .the 
responsibility of every doctor in 
his office." But the- busy "family 
doctor" needs help in meeting this 
great responsibility. 


Six months ago in an unprece- 


dented effort in post-graduate edu- 
cation, the American Cancer Soci- 
ety launched a series of weekly 
"live" closed circuit color TV tele- 
casts to doctors in seven large 
cities from th'e east coast to the 
Midwest.

purpose: To make available to 
doctors the latest techniques for 
detecting and treating cancer. 


The thousands of doctors have 


observed at close range new tech-

Witnesses to 
Marriage Not 
Needed; Castle 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (Sjxcial)— 


Only when the' bride or groom or 
both of them are Quakers who wed 
under the laws of that church do 
Illinois statutes require witnesses 
to a wedding other than the cele- 
brant, Attorney General Latham 
Castle held today in an official 
opinion. 


Attorney General Castle's opin- 


ion was issued in reply to a query 
from State's Attorney Edward R. 
Phelps of Macoupin county. In 
1881, the opinion said, the general 
assembly added to the marriage 
act a provision which is still con- 
tained in the' act in substantially 
its original form. .This provides 
that when either or both of th« 
parties to be married are mem- 
bers of the Friends Or Quakers so- 
ciety they may lawfully marry by 
making known their intentions be- 
fore witnesses of the society and 
by signing a. certificate which shall 
be publicly read by one of th« 
witnesses, and then recorded upon 
the records of an organized meet- 
ing of the society. 


The marriage act, the opinion 


states, provides for a certificate of 
marriage, for Us form, for its re- 
turn to the county clerk and for 
registration of the certificate by 
the county clerk but contains no 
j cquircmcnt "that the certificate 
bear the name of any witness or 
witnesses other than the cele- 
brant." 


"Consequently." Attorney Gen- 


eral Castle's opinion concluded, "I 
am of the opinion that except for 
marriages entered into pursuant to 
the provisions of that portion of 
paragraph 4. heretofore quoted (re- 
ferring to Quakers), there is no 
statutory requirement that ther« 
be witnesses to the marriage other 
than the celebrant."

NEW YORK to-Color Is coming 


slowly, just as the television in- 
dustry forecast. 


The first three months of color 


TV's first year have been princi- 
pally concerned with preliminar- 
ies. They have seen the start ot 
color program schedules by NEC 
and CBS—the only networks equip- 
ped for its transmission—and the 
beginnings of receives production. 


Industry 
spokesmen sa'y the 


principal deterrent to more rapid 
color advancement is the physical 
inability of manufacturers to set 
up for more than a limited num- 
ber of sets in 1954. Estimates put 
possible sales the first year at 
around 70,000 with 350,000 expect- 
ed in 1955 and 1,730,000 in 1956. 
This compares to current black 
and white .production of about six 
million. 


But there are other drawbacks, 


among them the cost of receivers. 
Announced prices arc from $1,000 
upward for a set with ,-i picture of 
about 12 inches. This range must 
compete in a market where black 
and white sets, partly because of 
color, have dropped in price so 
that a lecciver with a much larger 
screen, even 21 inches, can be 
purchased for as little as $150. 


These conditions have made buy- 


ers hesitate, many preferring to 
wait 
u n t i l greater production 


brings color prices down.

Chuck Ycagcr. the Air Force's 
famed test pilot, made a quick 
check of the instruments of his 
oiiiiiMnn;* JPI. tlion glued his eyes 
on the pencil resting on top of the 
instrument panel. 


An cver-so-smoolh movement of 


the stick raised the pencil mys- 
teriously into the air. By making 
an imperceptible change in the 
motion of his hands on the con- 
trols i'eager then kept the pen- 
cil suspended exactly at eye-level. 


When the - pencil 
dropped 
bv 


rose Ycager made a slight adjust- 
ment in his controls and restored 
it to eye-level. Then, at the end of 
almost a minute Chuck pulled 
back on Uie controls, sending the 
pencil slamming to the cockpit 
floor. 


By flying a carefully-prescribed 


arc in the air Yeager had per- 
formed a zero-gravity maneuver. 
For almost a minute ho had com- 
pletely neutralized the*"earth's pull 
inside his cockpit by matching it 
against the centrifugal force of 
the semi-circle he flew.

In :i social sc:*t behind him, a 


blindfolded man tried to mark 
crosses in little squares which 
ran diagonally down a sheet of 
paper. He got the first couple of 
marks in the squares but the rest 
went off at a-right angle.

Yeagcr experienced the same sen 
Rations everyone does when sub 
jected to zero-gravity. He was 
completely disoriented, unable to 
gnuge distances or to move his 
hands the way he wanted to. 


Learned To Adjust 


Ycager has performed this ma 


ncuver so often he has learned to 
adjust partially, to.the zero-gravit 
state. The fact that he is strapped 
tightly (o his seat lessens the feel- 
Ing of disorientation, it has been 
learned. 
, 


But the discovery that it does 


take time to adjust to the absence 
nf gravity and that it's not sure 
that a human can make a 100 per 
cent adjustment are the Importan 
findings right now. It raises the 
questions .as to whether a pilot 
rould maintain control of a space 
ship beyond the pull of the earth 
nnd whether he could establish 
enough coordination to keep han- 
dling the ship even after a period 
of semi-adjustment.

complex and possibly more lethal 
than those resulting from hydro- 
gen bomb explosions. Patches of 
fur on mice turned gray in the 
few moments the rodents were at 
the extreme altitude. 


Microscopic examinations show- 


ed that certain cells of the nnl- 
m.Ms were ucstroyed by the cos 
nuc ravs. 


On (he encouraging side tests 


bv Lockheed Aircraft Corp. show 
t'nftt human beings experienced 
very little physical effect when an 
ai>craft suddenly loses its pres- 
sure while flying at 25.000 feet. Al- 
titudes wcic, simulated in huge 
tanks and 381 persons subjected 
themselves to very rapid drops in 
pressure. 


A crr-al boom at the instant the 


pressure changed tended to con- 
fuse the persons for a few sec-
